They are attracted by the 
color of bloom, as if they are at work ona 
certain kind of bloom they are not likely 
to leave that particular kind of bloom for 
any other as long as they can find that 
kind. Again, bees are often attracted to 
swects by their sense of smell, for they 
will vo after sweets even if in the dark, if 
close. However, any kind of sweets may 
be placed in glass in plain sight, but if 
covered so as not to emit any smell the 
bees will take no notice of it. —Exehange.
